YURK AND VICINITY VISIBLY
BHMSTI"REBETD.

Nrw Yomx, Dee. 1L —The Peof says s Jdistiges
shoek of earibiqoske wis felt at 10 o'cloek last
night, In the upper partof the city. All slong
the Huadson, ap the Hariem romd. at Stamfond,
Conn., ote. Familles wera aroused from their
heds, erockery shaken, elc.

A very distlnet sbock was felt at Dobb's Ferry
and en the west bank of the Hudson, botween
Yonkers and Tarrytown. at 12t p. m. A houss
shook with such a tremuious molion that the
family 1ushed (rom It thlakiog & was belng
erushisd, The nolse scccmpanying this shoek
wasas well delipod and bud mush the character
of a sharp clap of thunder. There are compara-
tively lew repurts of the shock having been felt
in this ¢ity. Une fsmily, however, In the Twenty-
first ward heard it so distipotly that some of them
Kot oot of bed to lemrn the cunse. Porfons resid.
ing In Mount Vermom, East Uhester, New Ho-
chelle, and otber villages aloog the enst side of
Westehester count) say that the shook was felt
At H:3 p. m., and appeared to pass from a south-
shsterly to northwesterly dirootion.

AMany persons were greatly slarmed, belleving
that some dresdinl explusion had eccurred In the
neighborbeod, Cn the ilne of the New Haven
rallroad the shock wak felt 52 fur cast as Stam-
ford. C(nihe Harlem rallroad line It woas very
severe, crpectally in the villages north of White
Plains, At Mount Kirco capsiderable alurm was
felt. It ocewrred there at 12 pom, At Wik
liams' bridge, Fordham anid Moant Hope, and la
the Twenty-fourth ward of this ciiy, It was also
very perceptible. and houses built o the most
mbstantial manner and proof agninst severe
storms were ahaken from their foundations to the
roulk, canalng great terror to Lhe ocoupants. At
Springtown asd Duytal the copcusson was very
severe.

It eansed *general nlarm, and in many of tho
houres lights were kopt burning il a late byur.
and the inbabitsnts wero on the allrt for & repe-
o of the shoek. Ome of the mounted patrol-
niem says that it terrilled bLis horse so that the
apimal became slmost unmasageable, Thoe
shock was very distinet at Tarrytown, and per.
sons were 0 alarmed as to roo out of doers. The
esrthquake was felt very distinetly at White
Plains. Aeccounts vary as to the duration of the
shock, sowe of those who felt It being of the
opinion that it lasted as long #2 fifteen seconds,
while others Bmit It to ive reconds, The genaral
direction of the noise, accompanied Dy & slight
oscillation, seews to have been from north to
sauth, aceonnuts rom different persons making it
to pass from northeast to souikwest asd froc
porthwess to sosthoast.
